LITHUANIAN, LATVIAN SEA BORDER. Lithuanian and Latvian Presidents Algirdas Brazauskas and 
Guntis Ulmanis met on 20 May in the town of Maisiagala, 15 kilometers north of Vilnius, where they signed a 
memorandum on the delimitation of their sea border. It was also decided that Lithuania and Latvia would sign 
associate membership treaties with the European Union on 12 June. Brazauskas, in his weekly Monday radio 
broadcast, said Ulmanis had accepted his invitation to pay an official visit to Lithuania on the 5th and 6th of

VILNIUS (Reuter) - Lithuanian opposition leader Vytautas Landsbergis has attacked the country's Press 
Control Board for failing to prevent publication of a Latvian language edition of Adolf Hitler's manifesto, 


“Mein Kampf". 


The Baltic News Service news agency (BNS) quoted Landsbergis as telling a news conference that it was a 


“political mistake" to allow the printing of the book, an act he believed was aimed at discrediting Lithuania. 


Although the Baltic country has prevented the distribution of overtly communist literature in the past, it does 
not have a specific list of forbidden books, Svedry Vipartas, head of the Lithuanian Press Control Board, told 


BNS. 


COUNCIL OF BALTIC SEA COUNTRIES MEETS. Foreign ministers from the Council of Baltic Sea 
Countries discussed regional economic cooperation at their annual meeting in Gdansk on the 18th and 19th of 
May. Russian Foreign Minister Andrei Kozyrev complained about the group's lack of action and the continued 
infringement of the civil rights of Russian-speakers in Latvia and Estonia. He stressed that Moscow supported 


the council because "regional cooperation is an element of the new model for European security." 
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
